“The fire broke out at 10 o’clock on the evening of April 14, 
with the exception of the Kiusejken building, which is in the 
European style, all the other palace buildings were consumed. 
The Emperor took refuge in the library of the Kiuseiken, It is 
believed that the fire originated in the heating apparatus of the 
Kaivei Palace, which was undergoing repairs. 

“Japanese soldiers took a prominent part in guarding the 
person of the Emperor, as well as in extinguishing the fire, and 
this produced an excellent feeling in court circles. Our 
troops also did their best to guard the foreign legations, and the 
.. expressed to us their sincere 
thanks.

He had appar- 
ently recovered from the shock 
caused by the burning of the palace 
and was calm, making inquiries as to 
the health of the ladies of the lega- 
tions, etc. His intimates report that 
he is still nervous, however. Many 
Koreans believe that the burning of 
tue palace has a political significance, 
in that it will force the Emperor to re- 
turn to the Kyong Bok Palace, in 
the outskirts of the city, where the 
Queen was assassinated in 1895, and 
from which the Emperor fied to the 
Russian Jegation. The Emperor, 
however, refuses to return, claiming 
that the palace is haunted by the 
murdered Queen. He prefers to re 
main in the imperial library, in the 
Kiuseiken building, where he took 
refuge during the fire, until the pal- 
ace is rebuilt.

The Russian 
toredo-boat destroyer Bezstrashni 
was sunk. Five ot the trpedo-boat de- 
stroyers, with the Bayan, returned at 
7 a.m. | ( 
The battleships Petropaviovsk, Po- 
bieda and Peresviet and the torpedo 
gunboat Gaydamak then put to sea. 
At 9:30 a.m., a terrific explosion oc- 
curred beneath the Petropaviovsk 
and the ship went down in two min- 
utes. The Japanese squadron, con- 
sisting of about forty ships, remained 
in sight until 3 o'clock in the after- 


non. 

The fighting between the opposing 
flotillas of torpedo-boat destroyers 
lasted about an hour. The Bezstrash- 
ni was surrounded by three Japanese 
torpedo-boat destroyers and sunk. 

The Japanese boats then withdrew 
and the Japanese squadron appeared 
on the horizon, whereupon the Rus- 
sian squadron left the roadstead, 
steering in the direction of the ene- 
mys ships, which retired. Soon, 
however, the Japnese reappeared 
with a formidable force of about a 
score of warships. The Russian 
squadron returned to the roadstead 
and took up a position in line of bat- 
tle, ready to receive the enemy. 

The sudden explosion which de. 
stroyed the Petropaviovsk occurred 
almost immediately thereafter. The 
Grand Duke Cyril, Capt. Jakovieff, 
commander of the Petropaviovsk, 
four officers and some fifty men were 
saved.

GOLDEN STATE LIMITED.

FIGHT ON HIGHER RATES. 
SHIPPERS PLANNING ATTACK. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO, April 15.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A protest is being formu- 
lated and general action is to be taken 
against the move on the part of rail- 
roads running between Chicago and 
the Atlantic seaboard ports. The ship- 
pers are working through the I!linois 
Manufacturers’ Association and have 
an arrangement whereby all shippers 
in the Bast can combine to fight an ad- 
vance of 20 per cenit. u rates. 

The advance comes by the adoption 
by the railroads of the “uniform bill 
of lading.” This makes two classes 
of shippers: One that pays the regu- 
lar rate and relieves the railroads of 
any damage: the other pays 20 per 
cent. over the ar rates and holds 
the railroads responsible. A meeting 
between Eastern and western shippers 
is being arranged for in the near fu- 
ture. 

Levy Mayer, general counsel for the 
Iliinois Manufacturers’ Association, 
says: “The rates filed with the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission are 
the only legal tariffs of the railroads. 
Shipments on these rates, the railroads

NO GRAIN RATE REDUCTION. 

{RY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

CHICAGO, April 15.—Eastern traffic 
officials at their meeting here have 
decided not to make the customary 
ering reduction in rates on grain and 
grain products from Chicago to the 
east. This will leave the tariff on 
domestic grain and grain products 
from Chicago to New York by al- 
rail lines at 20 cents for 100 pounds, or 
2 cents higher than last summer. On 
export grain from Chicago to New 
York, the rate will be 15 cents for 100 
pounds, and on grain products 16% 
cents. 

The lake-and-rall rates will be 2 
cents less than the all-rail rates. 
Philadelphia will continue to get a 
differential of 2 cents below the New 
York rate on grain products, and Bal- 
timore of 3 cents, but on grain, the 
differential to Philadelphia be 
only 1 cent and to, timore 1% 
cents.

Other States are swinging into line 
fo: Judge Parker at a rate which 
practically assures his nomination. 
Sa overwhelming will be Judge Par- 
ker’s strength in the convention that 
the contest will probably be decided 
on the first ballot. 

Republicans should not faiPto take 
note of the growing sanity aud sober- 
ness of their esteemed opponents. If 
the Democratic National Convention 
should reaffirm the Chicago-Kansas 
City platform, as Mr. Bryan desires, 
and should place upon that platform 
such a candidate as Hearst or Bryan, 
Republican victory would be an easy 
thing to accomplish: for the Democ- 
racy. with such a platform and such 
a candidate, would not and could not 
secure the confidence of the people, 
without which no party can succee.l. 
But the case will be quite different 
if our opponents adopt a conservative, 
sane and practicable declaration of 
principle’, and name Judge Parker as 
their standard-bearer. To win a sure 
victory, under such circumstances, 
Republicans will need to “get busy“ 
and to keep busy throughout the cam- 
paign. 

Political leaders who rely for suc- 
cess upon deceiving and misleading 
the American people by appeals to 
prejudices and passions rather than 
to reason, make a serious mistake. 
They umderestimate the intelligence 
of the great body of citizens, upon 
whose verdict must rest the decision 
of national questions. A few of the 
people may be led astray by false 
doctrines and theories, but when the 
people render a concrete verdict on 
any subject, their verdict almost in- 
variably supports conservative prin- 
ciples and policies which have been 
proven sound.

ALIFORNIA AT ST. LOUIE. 

| In a private letter received from 
Frank Wiggins, dated April 3, the 
secretary of the Chamber of Commerce 
says he was nearly frozen trying to 
write by a gas stove with fifteen 
burners. What a contrast with the 
weather we have been having in South- 
ern California, during the past few 
days. For four weeks before the let- 
ter had been written it had rained and 
thundered and lightened, letting up 
only for a few hourd at a time. Mr. 
Wiggins, with bis wife and assistant, 
are camping in the California State 
building, which 16 still in the hands of 
the contractors, although, according 
to promise, it should have been com- 
pleted by the 15th of February. Con- 
trary to some reports, all the men who 
were taken from California, or hired 
in St. Louis, are at work, having been 
so ever since Mr. Wiggins’s arrival, 
and will continue at work until the 
job is completed, which it is hoped 
will be by the date of the exposition’s 
opening, May 1. 

Mr. Wiggins says the fair. as a 
whole, will not be ready by that date. 
It would break the records of all pre- 
vious world’s fairs if it should be. 
The delay is largely due to weather 
conditions, which have rendered it im- 
possible to make any kind of progress. 
As fast as cobblestones are put on 
the roads in the exhibition grounds 
they go down into mud, sinking out of 
bight, while paint and plaster peel off 
as fast as they are put on. 

For magnitude, Mr. 
this is the “boss show,” and will be 
well worth seeing—but not early in 
the game. Also, we may rest assured 
that the State of California—and es- 
pecially our end of the State—will, as 
usual, make a fine showing. In an ar- 
ticle by Elwyn Hoffman, in the Sun- 
set Magazine for April, he say 

“The agricultural building at St. 
Louis will be the largest building, un- 
der one roof, ever constructed for ex- 
hibition purposes. This immense 
Structure will cover nineteen and 
three-quarter acres, and at Hs main 
entrance will be the collective exhibit 
of California. The permission to have 
a collective exhibit in the agricultural 
building is a special concession to the 
Golden State, the granting of which is 
In itself strong testimony to the emi- 
nence of California in the eyes of the 
world. No other State ih the Union 
will_have a collective exhibit at the 
exposition; and because of this fact, 
the exhibit of CaHfornia will have an 
added advantage over those of her 
sister States.” 

In mining, also, California wil have 
an exhibit that is bound to attract 
wide attention. The same writer says, 
in the article above quoted: 
Perhaps one of the most interest- 
ing exhibits, and certainly a very im- 
portant one, will be that made in the 
mining building. A great arch, com- 
posed of building stones from all parts 
of the State, will span the entrance to 
California's display here. A mighty 
ecwbe will represent the total output 
of gold from California since gold was 
first discovered by Marshall. An in- 
teresting thing will be an old quariz 
mill, built in Shasta county in 1854, 
which will stand in strange contrast 
to the great modern stamp-mille and 
cyanide plants which will be in this 
exhibit. These stamp-milis will be 
operated throughout the exposition, 
and fifty tons of oree weekly will be 
sent through the batteries to show 
how California miners handle their 
quartz. A jar of oll from each oil 
well in the State will form a conspicu- 
ous feature of the exhibit.” 

, Southern California has never failed 
to reap a bundredfold for every dol- 
lar invested in displays at expositions. 
That the same wil! be true in this case 
there is no reason to doubt. People 
are still reporting at the Chamber of 
Commerce budding who were first at- 
tracted to California by the exposition, 
“California on Wheels,’ which went 
around the country nearly ten years 
ago. Ten years hence many will be 
coming here who first obtained an 
idea of tWe attractions of the Land cf 
the Afternoon from the display at St. 
Louls.

A dispatch from Washington re- 
cently announced that by a vote of $ 
to 3 the House Committee on Irriga- 
tion of Arid Lands defeated the bill 
to repeal the desert land laws. Those 
voting against the bill were Chairman 
Mondell of Wyoming an. Represent- 
atives Terrill of Massachusetts, 
Dwight of New York, Marshall of 
North Dakota, Williamson of Oregon, 
Cooper of Pennsylvania, Hitchcock of 
Nebraska and Bell of California. 
Those in favor of the repeal were 
Representatives Reeder of Kansas, 
Var Duzer of Nevada and Underwood 
of Alabama. The vote was taken 
after protracted hearings. 

Thie is a bad thing for the coun- 
try, should the action of the commit- 
tee be sustained by Congress. We 
have frequently calle! attention to 
the vast importance of this subject— 
to the urgent need an immediate 
repeal of the desert land law, the 
timber act and the commutation 
clause of the homestead law, in or- 
der to save the remaining available 
acres of Uncle Sams domain for 
those who are bona-fide home seek- 
ers, not mere speculators. These 
speculators, under the lead of Sena- 
tor Hansbrough, have made a des- 
perate fight to prevent any obstacle 
being placed in the way of their grab- 
hing as much more of the public land 
as they can get their hands on. 

The repeal of these laws has been 
urgec, year after year, by various 
Secretaries of the Interior, by Pres- 
idents, and other high officials: It 
has been indorsed by public-spirited 
bodies all over the country. That a 
small clique of speculative land grab- 
bers should be able even to delay

BY LARGE MAJORITY. 


| Small Vote, but Little Opposition to 
Any of the Issues—Biggest Support 
Given to Waterworks Proposition. 
Least Interest in Hospital. 


$537,500 for the purchase of the 
West Side Water Company's urban 
system, for building an impounding 
reservoir in the San Fernando Valley 
and for the purchase of site and con- 
struction of a detention hospital all 
carried at yesterday's special election 
by handsome majorities. The bonds

A light vote was cast in every - 
cinct, lighter than at any other elec- 
tion held iw years. Fewer votes were 
cast in the Whole city than were potled 
at the last municipal election in a single 


FOR WATERWORKS. 

The $337,500 bond issue for the pur- 
chase of the West Side Water Com- 
pany's city holdings proved more pop- 
ular with the than either of the 
other issues. two-thirds majority 
necessary for ratification was returned 
from each of the twenty-nine municipal 
election precincts. In some precincts 
the ratio was more than forty to one. 
A total of 17987 votes was cast for the 

But 324 electors opposed them. 
FOR RESERVOIR. 

Next in favor with the voters was the 
$150,000 bond issue for the construction 
of an impounding reservoir in the San 
Fernando Valle. These bonds re- 
ceived a two-thirds majority in every 
precinct but one. The electors of pre- 
cinct No. 21, down in the Seventh 
Ward, rejected the impounding reer 
voir bonds by a vote of 23 for and 14 
against. This loss, however, was 
handsomely. made up by precincts in 
the Fifth Ward, one of which ratified 
these bonds by a vote of 87 to 1, and 
another by 100 to 5. 14637 votes were 
cast for the reservoir bonds and 327 
against them. 

FOR HOSPITAL 


The fact that the money for the re- 
tirement of the $50,000 detention hos- 
pital bonds will come out of the gen- 
eral tax levy, while the other issues 
will be retired by money raised in 
water rates, may be responsible for the 
failing off in the vote for the hospital 
bonds. These securities, while carry- 
ing by a ratio of almost four to one, 
were rejected in two precincts, and 
won by exceedingly narrow margins in 
several others. Precinct No. 21 in the 
Seventh Ward and No. 24 in the Sec- 
ond Ward failed to ratify the hospital 
bonds. There was also a marked de- 
crease in the ratio in favor of the 
bonds as compared with the other is- 
sues in the Fourth and Fifth wards. 
The hospital bonds carried by a vote 
of 1637 to 445. 

THE SMALL VOTE. 


Tess than 10 per cent. of the actual 
number of registered voters in the city 
visited the polis, electors apparently 
caring little whether the bonds carried 
or not. A full vote was registered 
among the City Hall employés, and 
among the ciiy electors holding posi- 
tions under the county government. 
These employ¢s were each allowed two 
hours off to vote, and most of them 
made use of the opportunity. 
Followers of Councilman Todd of the 
Eighth Ward worked all day in a quiet 
way against the ratification of the 
bonds for the purchase of the West 
Side Water Company's plant. Todd 
opposed the bond issue on the floor of 
the Council, when the question of pur- 
chasing the plant was discussed there, 
on the ground that the price was ex- 
cessive. T said that the city should 
condemn the property and let the valu- 
ation be fixed in court. 
BONDS WILL SELL. 
City Attorney Mathews said 
night that he did not believe the 
would find it difficult to find a cash 
buyer for the latest bond issue.

Rosesteel to recover the amount ot 
money that he alleges he is out of 
pocket. 

It was on May 1, 1902, that the de- 
fendant is alleged to have sold to 
Nash 300 shares of the grocery com- 
2 stock, for which he paid $31,-) 

„ Rosesteel was the president and 
manager of 


the company and repre- 
sented, so it is averred, that the in- 
ventory at the year end showed that a 
6-per-cent. dividend had been paid, ana 
at the same rate right along each six 
months. That was very satisfactory to 
Nash, but he thought he would like to 
have the books looked over, but right 
there Rosesteel is alleged to have in- 
terposed an objection. That couldn't 
very weill be allowed, and so Nash 
bought the stock, he says, on Rose- 
steels say-so. 

He got wise, however, after he had 
Paid out the cash for the stock, and 
discovered that it not only, was not 
worth par as represented, but was only 
worth $70 a share. He found, too, that 
though a dividend had been paid, it 
had not been paid out of the surplus 
profits, but out of the capital stock.

LOS ANGELES STREET. 
REPORT ON WIDENING. 

The report of the referees appointed 
in the matter of widening Los Angeles 
street between Fifth and Seventh 
streets, has been filed in the Superior 
Court, and two protests were died 
about the same time. J, W. Henrick, 
A. B. Benton and W. H. Griffin were 
the referees, and the expenses attend- 
ing their investigations igto the dam- 
ages to accrue to propert> owners by 
reason of the condergnation of the 
strip along the property line amounted 
to $425.50. 

The total value of damages to be 

awarded for land necessary to be con- 
demned for the city’s use is about 
$90,000. The protestants referred te are 
William G. Kerckhoff and Isaac Burk- 
hart. The former is awarded by the 
referees*the sum of $2590 for the ten- 
foot strip to be taken, but it is al- 
leged in the protest that in Sepiember, 
1908, it was shown that the land was 
valued at $5000, and no testimony has 
been adduced to overcome that show- 
ing. 
Isaac Burkhart for one part of his 
holding has been awarded $900, but 
states in his protest that it was snown 
that it was really worth $1000, and had 
improvements upon it worth $500. He 
further objects to the amount fixed 
for damages which will accrue to the 
remainder of the lot the sevé@rance 
of the ten-foot strip. re is on it a 
$10,000 building which will either have 
to be moved or be destroyed, and he 
estimates the total damage to be $2550. 
He asks that he be allowed $1500 for 
the west ten feet of lot 28 with $4100 
us damages to be suffered by the sev- 
erance; also $1250 for the ten feet on 
the remainder of frontage and $1625 
damages arising ‘from the severance, 
making in all a total of $7975. 

Action was begun by the city against 
D. C. Lane and a large number of 
other property owners on the street 
about to be widened, and the two 
protestants named are the only ones 
objecting. They ask that the matters 
in dispute be referred to a jury im- 
paneled to try the issues, and failing 
that, that the court may have pre- 
sented to it the testimony adduced 
and which they mamtain will sustain 
their contentions. Judge Wilbar con- 
tinued the hearing until April 25, at 
which time testimony will be heard by 
the court in behalf of the protestants, 


FRAUDULENT . DIVORCE. 
K. J. RUPLE 18 WANTED.

MRS. ANNA M. FITCH, WIFE OF 
THOMAS FITCH, ORATOR. 


Was Associated at Nationa! Capital 
With Mrs. James G. Blaine, “Grace 
Greenwood,” and Others of Bril- 
liant Coterie—Ghe and Her Mus- 
band Shared Creation of Novel. 


An authoress of note and a woman 
who numbered many brilliant charac- 
ters among her personal acquaintances 
passed away in this city yesterday in 
the death of Mrs. Anna Mariza Fitch, 
wife of Thomas Fitch, former Con- 


gressman. 

Mrs. Fitch had not been well for 
several years. Since 1901 she and her 
husband had lived most of the time in 
the Hawalian Islands. They came to 
Los Angeles last November and lived 
at No. 2666 Menlo avenue, where she 
died. Bright's disease brought on by 
typhoid was the immediate cause of 
death. 

Shoreham, Vt., was her birthplace. 
She and Mr. Fitch were married in 
1863. “The Song of the Fiume,” her 
earliest. production in verse, was 
highly commended by William Cullen 


Bryant. “Bound Down,” published in 
1870, and “The Loves of ul Fenly.” 
published in 1882, were among the 
novels which she wrote. One of her 


later works was “Better Days.” a 
novel in which she and her husband 
shared the creation. It was said that 
she helped her husband write his 
speeches and that he helped her write 


her 
— poems. 
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When Mr. Fitch was a member of 
Congress in 1869 and until 1871 she was 
one of a brilliant coterie at the na- 
tional capital, which included Mrs. 
James G. Blame, Mrs. Gen. Stephens, 
Mrs. Lippincott (“Grace Greenwood,’’) 
and Mrs. George Albert Townsend. In 
later years she and her husband were 
associated with Samuel L. Clemens 
(“Mark Twain,“) Joaquin Miller, Rol- 
un M. Daggett, Minister to the Ha- 
walian Islands, and John 8. Hittell of 
San Francisco. *

They saw that He referred 
to John and they must have caught His 
meaning that the people had treated 
him as they pleased, just as they 
treated Elijah and that they might 
treat Him, the Master, as badly or 
worse. They learn that God would not 
interfere to save Him from suffering. 
So they all go down from the moun- 
tain—Jesus had a wonderful comfort, 
they having received new impulses 
to cherish and new truths to 
about.

In such an hour of high communion 
with His Father the elevated spirit 
may have more than ordinarily tlumi- 
mated the pure body, and the pure 
body may have been more than ordi- 
narily transparent. The brighter the 
light, fed by fragrant oil within an 
alabaster lamp, the more the alabas- 
ter will glow. Faint foreshadowings 
of the spirit's power to light up the 
face with unearthly beauty of holiness 
are not unknown among us.

A close friend of the poets, Tenny- 
son and Browning, tells a touching 
incident of their personal intercourse. 
One day when they were in the mood 
for intimate revelations, Browning 
said: “When I am at my best my 
strongest desire is to leave the world a 
little better than 1 found it.”
